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A NEW SPECIES OF KALANCHOE (CRASSULACEAE) 
FROM ANDHRA PRADESH 


Kalanchoe cherukondensis Subbarao et Ku- 

mari sp. nov. 

Accedit ad K. olivaceam Dalz. et K- bhi- 
dei T. Cooke, tamen a priore calyce glabro 
eglandifero et a posteriore corolla glanduli- 
fera extus pilosa recedit. 

Typus; Cult, ex Cherukonda in Dist. 
Visakhapatnam, Subbarao et Kumari 39300 
(holotypus, CAL). 

Allied to Kalanchoe olivacea Dalz. and 
K. bfiidei T. Cooke but differs from the 
former in having a glabrous eglandular calyx 
and from the latter in having an externally 
glandular hairy corolla. 

Perennial fleshy erect unbranched herbs. 
Whole plant reddish brown (greenish red 
under cultivation); stem glabrous, more 
than 30 cm high, terete with annular scars 
of fallen leaves, stouter at base and leafy 
portion tapering abruptly (gradually taper¬ 
ing under cultivation). Leaves fleshy, oppo¬ 
site, sessile, extipulate, scaly, 1.2-8 xo.4-6.5 
cm (up to 12 x8.5 cm in cultivation), lamina 
covered with minute red spots, irregularly 


crenate, apex round or emarginate (obtuse 
to acute in young leaves), veins visible; mid¬ 
dle leaves larger, broadly spathulate to obo- 
vate; lower and upper ones smaller, ellip¬ 
tic. Flowers in paniculate cymes, bracteate; 
pedicels 6-16 mm long, glabrous to densely 
clothed with glandular hairs. Calyx reddish 
brown, glabrous, eglandular, divided nearly 
to the base; lobes lanceolate, acuminate, 7- 
13 mm long and 1.5-2.5 mm broad at base. 
CoroUa white, 1-2.2 cm long, 4 lobed ; tube 
3-9 mm long, glandular pubescent without; 
lobes lanceolate, acuminate, -f- prominently 
7 nerved, glandular pubescent without up to 
f of lobe, twisted and overlapping to right 
in bud. Stamens adnate to corolla tube, 
glabrous, 8 in two series of different heights, 
the difference in heights being 1-2 mm from 
base of tube, lowet ones alternate and upper 
ones opposite to corolla lobes; anthers diche- 
cous, hasifixed, connective produced, tip bi¬ 
fid. Hypogynous scales 4, subulate, 1.5-5 mm 
long. Carpels 4, attenuated into long subu¬ 
late styles. Fpllicles not seen.

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A NOTE ON INDIGOFERA ANGULOSA EDCEW. 
FROM MADHYA PRADESH 


An interesting species of Fabaceae was

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Pradesh during October-November, 1974 
which on critical study proved to be Indi¬ 


gofera angulosa Edgew. The present note 
is communicated to bring on record the oc¬ 
currence of this species in Madhya Pradesh. 

Indigofera angulosa Edgew. has so far 
been known only from the type locality, 
Bundelkhand (. Edgeworth ) and Ajmer (/. F. 
Duthie & V. S. Sharma). 

The present collection by authors in Raj- 
nandgaon at an altitude of ± 500 m in the 


eastern Deccan region is an indication that 
Indigofera angulosa Edgew. though not 
common has a wider distribution and not 
restricted only to the dry Indus Plains or 
its adjoining Bundelkhand region.
